die in tha etreoti ; he appeared ret y weak and 
erhamtad, and laid ho htd great pain iciosa 
the stomach ; upon irriring within two and a 
half mile, of Bathurat I found he was dead i 
and bringing him straight into the town I left 
bim at kfr. JeffriW public-bouse ; nothing waa 
•aid either by tha man in whone company h* 
was when I drat aaw him or fay tha deceased 
himself, to lead auto aupsoao that anything 
more than natural aicknees was tha matter with 
him : I Ao mot know the deceased man's name. 
Robert Bonnor denoted : I am a trailer residing 
at lha Back Swamp; Ihareasantba body of 
tha d n iaaei man upon whom tha present 
Inquiry nt being held— hut nama la 
John Smith, and ha waa In my 
settle* na a shepherd about fire or tlx 
weeks ego. Whan in my awriee ha was com ■ 
plaining of oinknesa ; he complained of gain 
In hia cheat and stomach, and waa much de- 
bilitated i hie aonatltution appeared to be eery 
mejeh broken ; I do not know where ha went 
aftet he left my ear vice.
